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Council approves motion to purchase ladder truck

Didsbury town council passed a motion at its Oct. 
14 meeting to make an offer to purchase a used aerial 
truck from the City of Calgary. 

The 1993 Superior aerial truck is considered excess 
to the City of Calgary’s fleet. Several communities in 
Alberta may also be interested in the unit, so the 
Town of Didsbury would have to await the outcome 
of Calgary's evaluation of all the offers that could 
come in for the unit, according to officials. 

The town currently doesn’t have a ladder truck. 

Derek Sutherland, the town's manager of protec¬ 
tive services, told councillors that the fire depart¬ 
ment has been considering adding an aerial truck to 
the department ’s fleet for some time but that the cost 
of a new truck - more than $1 million - has made 
a purchase cost prohibitive. The City of Calgary is 
offering the 21-year-old truck - which had a new 
motor and transmission installed in 2011 at a cost of 
$(>0,000 - for sale for $25,000. 

“Every time we have new development we ask 
ourselves if we should buy a new truck," Sutherland 


told councillors. 

The truck would be expected to last the town for 
10 years. 

In addition to its practicality, Coun. Garth Hollinger 
said the truck would be a great training tool for the 
town’s fire department. 

“This truck ... is a fantastic training asset to the 
town," he said. 

Coun. Lavar Adams wondered if the town’s roads 
could withstand the weight of the truck. 

“It’s something we haven’t considered,” Sutherland 
said, adding it wouldn’t be carrying the weight of 
water. “(The weight) is something we have to be 
aware of.” 

In an interview, Sutherland said that as the com¬ 
munity builds taller and wider structures, a ladder 
truck becomes more necessary. 

They’re really handy even on the shorter, wider 
buildings to get up overtop and get water right to 
the scene of the Are We’ll perform rescues that .are 
easier to get to from overtop," he said. 

With the recent announcement that Isabella Homes 
plans to build a four-storey palliative care centre 
at the comer of 21 Avenue and 21 Street, the town 


needs a ladder truck, Sutherland said. 

“That’s getting to the point where it’s getting out of 
reach of our hand-bomb ladders,” he said. 

“It’s real tough to decide when to make that leap 
into when you should buy a ladder truck because 
they are so expensive. Most departments tend to 
go a long time without having them - maybe longer 
than they should sometimes - because they are so 
expensive. This just happened to be a really good 
opportunity to get a ladder truck into our fleet at a 
good price," he said. 

Because the town’s fire hall isn’t large enough to 
accommodate the tnick, if the town is successful in 
purchasing it, the truck would be stored at the town’s 
public works yard. 

Mayor Rick Mousseau said if the town is success¬ 
ful in purchasing the truck, it could help spur devel¬ 
opment, which is now constrained because of the 
limitations of the fire department’s current fleet of 
firefighting vehicles. 

“If everything goes right, that would be great for 
the town," he said, noting he only heard about the 
opportunity when it was presented at the council 
meeting.

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Council ratifies borrowing $1.7 million for lagoon

Town council passed a motion to borrow $1.7 mil¬ 
lion to complete the expansion of the lagoon upgrade 
that is currently being constructed. 

Council members passed the motion at the Oct. 14 
council meeting. 

The lagoon upgrade is valued at $13.4 million. The 
town is using $910,703 of reserv es, with grants cover¬ 
ing $10,789,297 of the cost. 

Nita Batholow, the town’s chief financial officer, 
explained that originally, grants were allocated to 
pay for the entire lagoon upgrade. However, the 
town decided to shift some grant funding toward a 


future fire hall and take out a debenture to cover a 
portion of the lagoon upgrades since borrowing for 
the fire hall would have meant an increase in taxes. 

By shifting the borrowing to a portion of the lagoon 
project, increases to wastewater rates will pay for 
the lagoon project, allowing the town to save on bor¬ 
rowing costs. 

“We decided to change how we allocated the 
grants. First of all, all the grants were going to go 
towards the lagoon and then all of a sudden the 
fire hall became (a priority). So 1 recommended to 
council that instead of borrowing for the fire ball, 
we borrow for the lagoon so the remaining grants 
that were going to (the lagoon) will now go to the 
fire hall, which we will pay completely with grants.

1 didn’t want to raise a tax rate for the fire hall," she 
said in an interview. 

Work on Phase 1 of the project to increase the 
size of the town’s upper lagoon began in December 
2013. New pipe and under liner drains were installed, 
while work is continuing on installing a new liner. If 
weather cooperates, it’s hoped that Phase 1 can be 
completed by Dec. 1. Work on the lower lagoon is 
expected to start in 2015 with completion slated for 


sometime next year as well.

Didsbury town council¬ 
lors agree that the munici¬ 
pal area partnership 
(MAP) between all the 
municipalities in the area, 
including with Mountain 
View County is beneficial. 

But town councillors 
said that Mountain View 
County officials appear 
ready to dismantle the 
informal working group 
in favour of a series of 
bi-municipal partner¬ 
ships with area munici¬ 
palities. The discussion 
was sparked as a result 
of councillors discuss¬ 
ing a potential facilita¬ 
tor to help Didsbury and 
Mountain County officials 
reach a new shared ser¬ 
vices agreement. The cur¬ 
rent agreement expires in 
2016. 

At the end of the discus¬ 
sion, councillors agreed to 
work with a facilitator to 
help the two municipali¬ 
ties reach an agreement . 

Coun. Lavar Adams said 
a lot of work lias gone 
into MAP, and he believes 
it has been a useful tool. It 
appears to him that coun¬ 
ty officials don’t share that 
opinion. 

“To me, this is an issue 
where the county (wants) 
to divide and conquer," 
he said. 

Adams said if MAP 
were to be discontinued, 
future Didsbury coun¬ 
cils could be set back to 
before 2006, during the 
early stages of MAP. The 
partnership was first con¬ 
ceived in 2004. 

“I see (MAP) as another 
opportunity to work with 
the county," said Coun. 

Garth Hollinger. “We 
certainly think that MAP 
shouldn’t be shut down.” 

Bruce Beattie, reeve of 
Mountain View County, 
said he believes there 
is much merit to MAP, 
although the group hasn’t 
met since February. 

“It's not that we’re not 
in favour of the idea and 
the concept, and we’re 
certainly supportive of 
cooperation. We’re in a 
process of developing, 
and we have approached 
the towns in developing 
our new servicing agree¬ 
ments with them. It’s just 
the MAP has not been 
functioning very well for 
the last year-and-a-half or 
so,” he said, adding it’s all 
municipalities’ responsi¬ 
bilities to make the group 
work.

Rosebud Run hosts first dryland races

The Rosebud Run Sled Dog Society hosted its 
first sanctioned dryland races over the weekend at 
Rosebud Park. 

There were 20 competitors and about 70 dogs at 
the event held on October 18 and 19, representing 
breeds as diverse as huskies, poodles and cat¬ 
tle dogs. Competitors came from around Western 
Canada. 

Ken Bernard used the event on the weekend as 
a tune-up for the dryland Canadian championship 
being held in Bristol, Que. on November 1 and 2. He 
competed in the six- and four-dog cart events as well 
as the two-dog scooter events. Bernard, who has 
been racing dogs in both the winter and fall for over 
20 years, said the Didsbury event went smoothly. 

“It was well-run, well-organized and a great race," 
he said. 


Many of the dogs Bernard, who hails from Grande 
Prairie, raced were competing in their first events. 

“It was good practice for them,” he said, adding 
he's hoping for a top three placing in Quebec. 

Russ Gregory, who hails from Meadow Lake, 
Sask., competed in his first dryland race, but he’s a 
veteran winter racer. Gregory is the president of the 
Canadian Federation of Harness Dog Sports and is 
also involved with the International Federation of 
Sled Dog Sports. 

“We’re really excited about this race because we’ve 
been to Didsbury before on snow but this year they 
sanctioned this race for the (IFSDS)," he said, adding 
he hopes the Didsbury event will help grow the sport 
in Western Canada. “It’s the toe-hold into the sport. 
There are no other dryland races in Western Canada 
and so we’re really excited this year that Didsbury 
took this step to sanction the (event)." 

Since the Didsbury race was Gregory’s first dry¬ 
land race, he used it as a learning experience. 


“I was really happy with my dogs. I learned a few 
things I’d like to do differently,” he said. 

Kirsten Phillips, secretary of the Rosebud Run Sled 
Dog Society, said for a first event, board members 
were fairly pleased with the way the event unfolded. 

“This was a brand new event for us. We ran it in 
the same format as our winter classic race that we 
do, but this time (we encouraged) novice people 
on their dryland equipment, but also have the more 
serious competitors come and compete together. 
What was nice about that is that some of the novice 
people were actually able to learn quite a bit more 
about how to compete and what to expect in these 
kinds of conditions," she said. 

Phillips said that there was a concern on Saturday 
that temperatures were too warm for the dogs, but 
she said all the dogs coped well, with some cone 
petitors slowing down to allow their dogs to stay 
cool. Some dogs decided to take a dip in the creek 
as well.
